T may be taken as an axiom that man’s 
business interest is selfish and that the 
point of view of he who sells is not 

that of he who buys. Nevertheless, unless 
there is mutual profit in every sale, busi- 
ness, aS we know it, would be impossible. 

And in order that business may continue 
profitable alike to buyer and seller; in or- 
der that it may be conducted with the 
least possible friction caused by misunder- 
standing; in order that it may be built 
firmly upon the basis of good faith, which 
is the foundation of credit, it has been 
found absolutely necessary to lay down 
certain rules of the game. For this reason, 
the law of every land demands that in a 
contract for sale, there should be quid 
pro quo which, in the language of the 
street, is “‘tit for tat’’ ‘‘give and take,’’ 
““fifty-fifty.’’ Probably because the buyers 
have held the whip hand since the war, 
some of them have fallen into the evil way 
of forgetting this fundamental principle 
of sound business dealing. 


W wen a manufacturer orders five hun- 
dred: pounds monthly of a certain essen- 
tial oil at a certain price, he does so with 
the confident expectation that the seller 
will supply him with that material, even if 
the market advances sharply during the 
contract period. But the seller, on his part, 
finds it increasingly difficult to place the 
same confidence in the buyer, if the mar- 
ket declines. It would be extremely amus- 
ing, if it were not so serious a matter, to 


read the flimsy excuses that buyers offer 
when the price declines on some chemical, 
or drug, or aromatic on which they have a 
contract for future delivery. It is remark- 
able how shrewd the buyer considers him- 
self when he is covered by contract in a 
rising market. It is even more extraor- 
dinary that, when the market declines, he 
as quickly blames the seller for having 
overstocked him. Human nature being 
what it is, and self-interest being so strong 
in business affairs all of this is quite 
natural. Nevertheless, such an attitude 
is so supremely ridiculous and so obviously 
unfair, that good, plain, common sense and 
our boasted American spirit of fair play 
ought just about to ruin for such a buyer 
his own self-respect. 


Ip any buyer would stop to think for a 
moment of the rigid fulfillment of contracts 
which he expects of every seller, and if he 
would contemplate fairly the moral and fi- 
nancial obligation which a contract ought to 
place upon him as the other party, his atti- 
tude could not possibly be what it often is. 


Tus is more than a personal reaction. 
It is a dangerous tendency in the drug in- 
dustry. It is sowing acts that sooner or 
later will reap a hurricane of bad faith 
and worse business. We hear a great deal 
about the ethics of the seller, very little 
about the ethics of the buyer. It would be 
timely to make some New Year’s resolu- 
tions of fair dealing on both sides. 
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NEW YEAR PROSPECTS 


What estimate of drug business for 1927 is pos- 
sible? It is plainly impossible to foresee any 
unusual developments such as epidemics or other 
contingencies which may make unusual calls for 
certain medicinal products, but at least we can 
obtain some sort of a view of the manufacturers’ 
anticipations for the year under normal conditions. 
Chemical manufacturers who supply raw materials 
for the drug trade agree on two facts. In the first 
place it is evident that optimism generally per- 
vades the industry as the sellers profess themselves 
to be very well pleased) with the volume of busi- 
ness sold and booked. This points toward a 
prospect of good production on the part of drug 
and toilet preparation manufacturers, and a feel- 
ing that business will be of fairly good proportions. 

The second fact is that production is becoming 
much less seasonal. Deliveries are now spread out 
more evenly over the year. It is inevitable that the 
demand for certain medicinal products be seasonal, 
but other preparations should be equally popular 
throughout the year. And even where the ultimate 
consuming demand is seasonal, a much healthier 
condition exists in the manufacturing industry 
when it can gauge with a certain degree of accu- 
racy the demand for the season and spread its pro- 
duction out over the year. Not only is the effi- 
ciency of the manufacturing organization main- 
tained at a higher level) by this tendency, but it 
enables the manufacturer to plan his purchases and 
all his operations on the most profitable basis. For 
the drug industries, 1927 should be a good year. 








TABLET TOLERANCES 


Although the Government has been prone at 
times to look with a suspicious eye on trade asso- 
ciations and has often questioned their good faith 
in claiming to take no interest in price fixing, that 
this is not always their attitude is again evidenced 
by the fact that the Bureau of Chemistry, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, is actively co-operating with 
the contact committees of the American Drug 
Manufacturers’ Association in the establishment 
of tolerances for hypodermic tablets. Only last 
week these committees submitted more proposed 
tolerances to the Bureau for approval. Such activ- 
ity on the part of trade associations is one of their 
highest duties and its encouragement by the Gov- 
ernment is but natural. The Government is fre- 
quently called upon by act of Congress to determine 
standards and their only logical recourse is to 
obtain the information as to what these standards 
should be from those who are most intimately as- 
sociated with the problems to be met with in es- 
tablishing and complying with them. These people 
ean best be met through their representative trade 
associations. 

The need for accuracy in hypodermic tablets can- 
not be doubted for a moment. Where doctors de- 
pend on the manufacturer to give them tablets of 
a certain known strength they should have them. 
In the ease of hypodermics, too great a variation in 
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either direction might easily prove fatal. Ang

For more thousands of years than 
history can recount, the charm of wo- 
man’s personality thas directed its in- 
fluence on the rest of mankind through 
the medium of two of the senses—sight 
and sound.

While, there are hun- 
dreds of perfumes, there are millions of women, and 
woman’s choice of any perfume is little more expressive 
of her character than is the fact that she wears a skirt 
or shoes and stockings. A little more, but not much. 
She may display her preferences among the compara- 
tively few selections from which to choose, but that 
is all. 


EGENER contemplates an individual perfume for 

every woman, just as there is, or can be, an in- 
dividual hat cr piece of jewelry. Indeed, the plan goes 
much farther than the articles of ornament can go. It 
proposes to make a perfume that will express not only 
every phase of a woman’s tastes, but will harmonize, 
scientifically, with her personality, enhancing and em- 
phasizing the most charming phases of her character. 
Moreover, it will be as expressive of her personality, 
just as distinctly her own, as the shape of her nose or 
the dimple in her cheek. 

Briefly, the plan of operation is as follows: 

The customer is asked to fill out a questionnaire com- 
prising fifty or more questions concerning the personal 
characteristics of the prospective user of the perfume. 
Of course, such questions as those relating to com- 
plexion, color of eyes, habits, personal tastes as well as 
more confidential and intimate data are included, so 
that an expert reading the answers is able to arrive at 
an accurate estimate of the customer’s individuality. 

Such an expert is Nayan, who is one of the indis- 
ensables associated with Armin Degener, Inc. Nayan 
is a young woman of more than ordinary distinctiveness 
in the quality of her own personality. It is she who ana- 
lyzes the answers to the questionnaire, determines there- 
from the formula for the perfume and sends instructions 
to the laboratory, where the perfume is made up. 

Naturally, this plan precludes the sale of the perfume 
in the stores, but nevertheless, the merchandising is con- 
ducted through the stores. Through arrangement with 
Degener the shops and department stores issue the 
questionnaire forms to prospective customers and are 
credited with the sales. Here their responsibility ends, 
Nayan and her staff of chemists do everything else. 


YRICES of these individual perfumes are com- 
mensurate with the service rendered. The ‘initial 
order comprising the analysis and two ounces of the 
perfume costs the customer $33. The formula is kept 
‘on file at the laboratory and renewals are delivered at 
the price of $15 for two ounces, $25 for four ounces and 
$40 for eight ounces. 

The perfume is put up in a bottle of very simple, 
chaste design, but possessing much individuality of its 
own. The package is attractive and distinctive. 

Parfumerie Armin Degener, Inc., was organized last 
August. The plan will be officially launched January 1, 
although a limited amount of business has been done, 
and some of the prominent luminaries of society and the 
stage already are using the perfumes. Indications are 
strong that the idea will “take” like the proverbial wild- 
fire among women of taste, and—of course—means.

Can Your Package, Name, Wrapper or Style Be Changed? 


NE question that arises in modern 

merchandising is in regard to the 

changing of. names, trademarks, 
cartons or methods of advertising. It 
is said that many conservative people— 
as I well know—hesitate at changes. 
Such successes as I have had, as I see 
them, are based on constant progression, 
which means ceaseless changes. I do 
not see how anyone can keep up with 
the times, and meet newly-developing 
competition, without that. 

We are operating on what we call 
“scientific advertising.’ That means 
traced returns. Most of our advertise- 
ments are accompanied by coupons. By 
them we measure one advertisement 
against another, one method, one appeal. 
We often find that one method of ap- 
proach pays from four to ten times as 
well as another. How can one hope to 
succeed, in these days of high-cost ad- 
vertising, without knowing that difference 
and being guided by it? 

Most lines of proprietary advertising 
have found a successful appeal. The pro- 
moters dislike to change it, and they are 
right to a degree. One who is wise al- 
ways finds a reasonably successful method 
before he goes very far. And he does not 
change it without reason. 

But nine times in ten one can find 
new methods vastly more efficient. He 
does not abandon his successful method 
to find them. He continues this main ef- 
forts on the best lines discovered. But 
he constantly tests out new methods in 
a small way, and when he finds one bet- 
ter he adopts it. That means progression. 

Take, for instance, the Edna Wallace 
Hopper line of cosmetics. We try out 
there a thousand styles of copy. The 
advertisements are keyed, and every re- 
sult recorded. They have some 25 pro- 
ducts, and the facts that we learn are 
many.

against tooth destruction. We found that 
only a small percentage of people were 
willing to adopt a tooth paste as a pre- 
ventative. The other was a beauty ap- 
peal. We found that four times as many 
desired whiter teeth as wished to pre- 
vent decay. 

Consider that difference. The margins 
in advertising are not large in these days, 
particularly in dentifrices. To follow a 
line which cost four times as much as 
another would probably mean disaster. 

Change is desirable, so long as that 
change is in the right direction. Condi- 
tions are constantly changing. I figure 
in this way: The customers we already 
have on any line can easily be retained. 
A change in label, even a change in name, 
does not affect them. Our whole object 
in advertising is the securing of new 
customers, and our main study is the 
best way to get them. I have severai 
times completely changed the name on a 
large-selling product without affecting 
the sales in the slightest. I have changed 
cartons and labels repeatedly. It does 
not create a ripple. 

The tendency of the times is toward 
progression. One must keep up with 
the times or drop out. The right sort 
of progression is determined by cease- 
less experiment. 

There are many old products on the 
market built up under conditions which 
do not exist today. Most of them can 
maintain their situation, because old ideas 
persist. But those products should not 
attempt to create new business in the 
modern world, save on modern ideas. 

We in the modern advertising field urge 
constant change and constant progress, 
meeting the new conditions. But we do 
not disturb established conditions until 
something far better appears. We feel 
our way. We try out new methods con- 


stantly. And we change only when a new method shows 
much better than the old. On one side is stagnation, on 
the other constant advancement. 

There are countless products on the market today 


which could not possibly gain any new trade profitably 


under existing conditions. 
a profit to be realized in reasonable time. 
their trade under situations which do not exist today. 
They may hold that trade to a considerable extent. But

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ew Recommendations 


On Hypodermic Tablet Tolerances 


HE Contact Committees of the American Drug Manufacturers’ Association and the American Pharma- 

i ceutical Manufacturers’ Association ‘have submitted to the Bureau of ‘Chemistry, Department) of Agri- 
culture recommendations on the degree of accuracy for several hypodermic tablets not included in their 
former report on this subject. The tolerances suggested by the committees are the maximum variations 
which the manufacturers feel are warranted in any case. Tablets should ordinarily conform much more nearly 
to the declared standards than the maximum tolerances suggested. The limits of variations and the methods 


of analysis suggested by the committees are as follows: 


Codeine Phosphate—Hypodermic tablets of codeine 
phosphate shall show a content of codeine alkaloid an- 
hydrous not less than 61% nor greater than 75% of 
the labeled amount of codeine phosphate, when assayed 
by the method given below. 

Dissolve not fess than 20 tablets in enough! distilled 
water to make 100 cc. and take an aliquot equivalent to 
at least 1 grain of codeine phosphate. Add sodium 
hydroxide T. S. to render the solution distinctly alkaline. 
Shake out with 4 successive portions of 15 cc., 10 cc., 
10 cc., and 5 cc. of chloroform, or a sufficient quantity 
to complete the extraction. Shake the combined chloro- 
form solutions with 5 cc. of distilled water and com- 
pletely separate the chloroform from the aqueous layer. 
Evaporate almost to dryness, dissolve the residue» by 
warming with 10 cc..of N/20 sulfuric acid, and titrate 
the excess of acid with N/50 potassium hydroxide solu- 
tion, using methyl red test solution as indicator. Each 
ec. of N/20 sulfuric acid consumed corresponds to 
0.014964 gm. of codeine alkaloid anhydrous. 

Pilocarpine Hydrochloride—Hypodermic tablets of 
pilocarpine hydrochloride shall show a variation not 
greater than 7.5% either way from the labeled amount, 
when assayed by the method given below. Dissolve 
sufficient to represent not less than 1 grain of pilo- 
carpine hydrochloride, in enough distilled water to make 
a clear solution. Make the aqueous solution alkaline 
with ammonia and shake out with several portions of 
chloroform until tests with Mayer’s reagent indicate 
solution has been completely exhausted of the alkaloid. 
Evaporate combined chloroform solution to dryness on 
the water bath. Dissolve the residue in neutral alcohol. 
Add 10 cc. of N/20 sulfuric acid and titrate the excess 
of acid with N/50 potassium hydroxide solution, using 
methyl red indicator. Each cc. of N/20 sulfuric acid 
consumed corresponds to 0.012234 gm. of pilocarpine 
hydrochloride. 

Caffeine and Sodium Benzoate—Hypodermic tablets 
of caffeine and sodium benzoate shall show a content of 
caffeine alkaloid anhydrous not less than 43.5% nor 
greater than 53.7% of the labeled amount of caffeine 
and sodium benzoate, when assayed by the method given 
below. Dissolve 20 tablets in a minimum amount of 
distilled water in a separatory funnel. Add 3.5 cc. 
sodium hydroxide T. S. and shake the mixture with 4 
successive portions of 20 cc., 10 cc., 10 cc., and 5 ce. 
of chloroform. Pass the chloroform solutions through 
a filter previously moistened with chloroform, and wash 
the stem of the funnel and filter with a few cc. of hot 
chloroform. Evaporate combined chloroform solutions 


on a water bath and dry the residue, consisting of an- 
hydrous caffeine to constant weight at 80° C. 

Caffeine—Hypodermic tablets of caffeine shall show 
a variation not greater than 7.5 % when assayed by the 
method given. Dissolve 20 tablets in distilled water 
in a separatory funnel. Add 3.5 cc. of sodium hydroxide 
test solution and shake the mixture with 4 successive 
portfons ‘of 20 cc., 10 cc., 10 cc., and 5 cc. of chloro- 
form. ‘é 

Pass chloroform solution through a filter previously 
moistened with chloroform, and wash stem of funnel 
and filter with hot chloroform. Evaporate the com- 
bined chloroform solutions and dry residue, consisting of 
anhydrous caffeine, to constant weight at 80° C. Mul- 
tiply the weight of this residue by 1.093 to obtain the 
weight of caffeine in the sample examined. 

Apomorphine Hydrochloride—Hypodermic tablets of 
apomorphine hydrochloride shall show a variation not 
greater than 9%, when assayed by the method given. 
Dissolve 20 tablets in distilled water to make 100 cc 
and take an aliquot equivalent to 1 grain of apomor- 
phine hydrochloride. Add 0.5 gm. of sodium bicar- 
bonate and shake out with several portions of ether, 
until the aqueous layer is shown to be completely ex- 
hausted of alkaloid, using Mayer’s reagent for the test. 
Combine the ether extracts in separatory funnel, and 
wash out three times with 5 cc. distilled water, separat- 
ing the water carefully and completely after each shak- 
ing and collecting it in a second separatory funnel. 
Shake out the united water washings once with a small 
portion of ether. Separate completely and add the ether 
washings to the combined ether extracts. To ethereal 
solution add a measured excess (10 cc.) of N/20 sul- 
furic acid. Shake the mixture thoroughly and draw off 
the aqueous layer into a small flask or beaker. Wash 
ethereal solution twice with small portions of distilled 
water and add to the acid liquid. Titrate excess acid 
with N/50 potassium hydroxide, using methyl fed in- 
dicator. Each cc. of N/20 sulfuric acid corresponds to 
(.015636 gm. of apomorphine hydrochloride. 

Hyoscine Hydrobromide—Hypodermic tablets of 
hyoscine hydrobromide containing small grainages 
(1/50 gr. or less) may show the same variation finally 


allowed for atropine sulfate tablets of like grainage, 
when assayed by the method given below. Dissolve 
sufficient number of tablets to represent 1 grain of 


hyoscine hydrobromide in enough! distilled water to make 
a clear solution. Make solution alkaline with ammonia

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solution has been exhausted of the alkaloid. Evaporate

Procaine—Hypodermic tablets of procaine shall show 
a variation not greater than 7.5% when assayed by the 
method given. Dissolve 20 tablets to make 100 cc. and 
take an aliquot equivalent to 3 grains procaine. Add 
3 cc. strong ammonium shydroxide. Extract the am- 
moniacal solution four or five times with chloroform, 
using 15 cc. of chloroform for first extraction and 10 cc. 
for subsequent extractions. Filter into a weighed beaker, 
evaporate the chloroform by means of an electric fan, 
preferably at room temperature. Avoid prolonged lheat- 
ing. Calculate the quantity of procaine in the sample 
by multiplying the weight of extracted residue by the 
factor 1.1545. Take up the residue with a slight excess 
of N/20 sulfuric acid. Titrate the excess of acid with 
N/50 sodium hydroxide, using methyl red indicator. 
One cc. of N/20 sulfuric acid is equivalent to 13.63 
mgms. of procaine. 

Morphine and Atropine—Hypodermic tablets of mor- 
phine and atropine shall show a variation in content of 
morphine sulfate not greater than 9% when assayed by 
the method given. The tablets shall also show the 
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several portions of ether, until the aqueous layer is 
shown to be completely free of alkaloid, using Mayer’s 
reagent for the test. Combine the ether extracts and 
wash with several portions of distilled water until thé 
ether extracts’ are free from alkali. Evaporate the major 
portion of the ether on the steam bath, allowing the 
remainder to be dissipated at room temperature. Dis- 
sclve the residue in neutral alcohol. Add 10 cc. of 
N/20 sulfuric acid, and titrate the excess of acid witb 
N/50 potassium hydroxide, using methyl red indicator. 
Each cc. of N/20 sulfuric acid corresponds to 0.016215 
gm. of physostigmine sulfate or 0.020667 gm. of phy- 
sostigmine salicylate. 

Hypodermic Tablets—Hypodermic tablets of cor- 
rosive sublimate shall show a variation not greater than 
9% when assayed by either of the methods given. In 
case of tablets containing 1/20 grain of corrosive sub- 
limate or more, dissolve 20 tablets in distilled water 
to 100 cc., and take an aliquot equal to at least 1 grain 
corrosive sublimate. In case of tablets containing less 
than 1/20 grain of corrosive sublimate, dissolve a 
sufficient number to represent at least 1 grain corrosive 
sublimate in enough distilled water to make a clear 
solution. For determination of the mercury use the 
electrolytic method described in U. S. P. X, or, as 
an alternative, the hydrogen sulfide method of the 
U.S. P. X. The weight of mercury in the electrolytic

(Continued from page 1137) Toe 
object is new trade. And they cannot get that new, 
trade on the old lines at a profit. 

You ask me if I believe in change. 
ing else, if done on a rational basis. Every successful 
line of business is based on advancement. One must 
progress or die. The whole world is changing, and we 
must keep in line. Women are changing, styles are 
changing constantly. Toi say that a product is 50 years 
old is today a condemnation. We are educated to the 
belief that modern science is doing things which never 
before were done. 

But we must not be too radical. We must accept the 
situations which exist until we can improve them. That 
is the theory of modern advertising—to start with the 
best we know and add the best we can discover. 

Let us remember, however, that the methods em- 
ployed many years ago are probably out-of-date. They 
are probably not effective now. Some of the saddest 
conditions I see in modern advertising are where those 
old-time methods are continued. Losses are piled on 
losses, under the idea that that which has won must 
win, 

Change your methods — change them constantly. 
Change your labels, name and methods to meet new 
situations. But do nothing without an accurate test, 
based on keyed returns. Constantly advance, and know 
you are advancing. 

That is modern advertising.

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Moves to Check Opium 


State Department Notifies Powers Signatory to The Hague Convention 
That America’s Efforts to Control Consumption Are Nullified to An 
Alarming' Extent and Seeks Co-Operation to Stop Smuggling— 
Morphine Hydrochloride, Heroin, Cocaine Landed Illegally by Ships 


From European Ports 





“The Government of the United 
States is constantly made aware of 
the fact that its efforts to control 
the consumption of dangerous drugs 
within territory subject to its juris- 
diction are being nullified to an 
alarming extent by activities of 
smugglers who appear to find little 
difficulty in acquiring large quanti- 
ties of narcotics for the purpose of 
introducing them secretly into the 
United States,” says the State De- 
partment in a communication to U. 
S. diplomatic representatives in 
countries signatory to the Hague 
Convention sent to them in October 
last. The note continues: 

“Large quantities of morphine 
(chiefly morphine hydrochloride, oi 
which little is manufactured in the 
United States), heroin, (not man- 
ufactured in the United States after 
June 7, 1924), and cocaine are land- 
ed illegally on the east coast of the 
United States from ships arriving 
from European ports. Due to ex- 
tensive shipping and the ease with 
which these drugs may be concealed 
customs officers experience difficul- 
tv in making seizures. Seizures 
made at ports and borders during 
the year ended June 30, 1924, under 
the Narcotic Drugs Import and Ex- 
port Act, are given as _ follows: 
Opium, 2,486 Ibs. (av.); Morphine, 
2,504 oz.; Heroin, 313 oz.; Miscel- 
laneous opium derivatives, 93 o2z.: 
Cocaine, 761 oz. 

“Seizures made at ports and bord- 
ers during the year ended June 30, 
1924, under the Narcotic Drugs Im- 
port and Export Act, are as follows: 
Opium, 1,175 Ibs., -(av.): Morphine, 
2.425 oz.: Heroin, 282 oz.: Miscel- 
laneous opium derivatives, 6 oz.: Co- 
caine, 548 oz. 

“This Government believes that 
only a small part of the drugs 
inanufactured in the United States 
's diverted to illicit channels, and 
that the most of the narcotic drugs 
illicitly consumed in this country 
re smugeled drugs. The convic- 
ton has been reached that no great 


improvement iin this situation is 
possible until there is a control, in 
countries other than the United 
States, over the manufacture and 
export of narcotic drugs which will 
prevent their sale to any but licensed

the case of countries which do not 
have such a_ system, to any but 
reputable firms or individuals and 
in quantities commensurate with 
the estimated legitimate medical 
needs of the country. 

“The United States does not sug- 
gest that the method which it has 
adopted to control the importation 
and manufacture of dangerous drugs 
within its jurisdiction and _ itheir 
export therefrom represents all that 
can be accomplished in the way of 
legislation, but it does feel that con- 
siderable success has attended this 
legislation by enabling it to follow 
the raw material that goes into its 
factories and to know exactly what 
comes out of the factories and into 
whose hands the product of the fac- 
tory goes. The fact that large 
quantities of the products of fac- 
tories in other countries constantly 
reach its ports in the hands of 
smugglers brings the conviction that 
the quantity of such illicit drugs 
might be much reduced if a stricter 
control over the operation of those 
factories could be exercised. As a 
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Smuggling 


step in this direction a control 
which would provide an accurate 
public record of manufacture and 
sales, showing exactly to whom 
sales are made, would be very help- 
ful. 
“In communicating the above 
views of this Government to the 
government to which you are ac- 
credited you will state that a sim- 
ilar communication is being made to 
other countries party to The Hague 
Opium Convention of 1912. You 
will say that it is the hope of this 
Government that in its efforts to 
control the manufacture and sale of 
narcotic drugs within its territories 
the country to which you are ac- 
‘credited will take into considera- 
tion the situation herein described 
and comment thereon offering any 
suggestions that may occur to it 
arising out of its experience in 
dealing with a similar situation, if 
euch exists, within its own jurisdic- 
tion. You may state that this Gov- 
ernment is prepared to cooperate 
with it in efforts to accomplish the 
ends aimed at by the provision of 
The Hague Convention above quo- 
ted and express this Government’s 
hope that the government to which 
you are accredited will find it pos- 
sible to lend its aid to that end.” 

Making clear the efforts of the 
United States to control the man- 
ufacture and sales of narcotics in 
accord with the terms of the Hague 
Convention, the State Department 
enclosed in the note to American 
diplomats copies of the Acts of Con- 
gress, Dec. 17, 1914, Jan. 17, 1914 
and May 26, 1922. By these acts no 
exportation is permitted by post. 
No permit is issued for the exporta- 
tion of crude opium or coca loaves 
as such. All exporters must be 
properly qualified under the internal 
revenue law and all narcotic prod- 
ucts exported are duly sealed with 
United States internal revenue 
stamps, 

Importations are restricted to 
crude opium and coca leaves, and 
are limited to such quantities there- 
of as are considered necessary by 
the Federal Narcotic Control Board 
for legitimate and medical uses only. 
Individual import licenses for spe- 
cified quantities within such limits 
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are issued by the Board to manufac- 
turers, properly qualified under the 
internal revenue law, having appar- 
atus or equipment in use in the 
manufacture of derivatives of opium 
and coca leaves. The American 
Consul at the port of* exportation 
will not certify the invoice covering 
such shipments until duly informed 
of the issuance of such a permit. All 
narcotic drugs arriving in the Uni- 
ted States without due authorization 
are subject to seizure and confisca- 
tion. 

In-transit shipments of smoking 
opium or opium prepared for smok- 
ing are forbidden by law. Other 
narcotic drugs may be shipped 
through the United States or a port 
thereof only upon permission of the 
Federal Narcotics Control Board. 
The general policy of this Board 
with respect to the issuance of per- 
mits authorizing in-transit shipments 
is the same as that for exports, i. e., 
a permit for an in-transit shipment 
will be issued only if a permit for 
exportation could properly have 
been issued. This policy sis based 
on the theory that this Board should 
not permit the in-transit facilities of 
the United States to be used for 
transactions forbidden by iits laws 
if occurring within the jurisdiction 
of such laws, such theory being es- 
pecially supported by the fact that 
the same law is the authority for 
both the export and the in-transit 
permits. 

As late as the year 1914 morphine 
and other narcotic drugs could be 
freely manufactured and purchased 
in the United States without re- 
striction. Government reports in- 
dicate that in 1920 the importation 
of crude opium into the United 
States amounted to 628,896 pounds 
and that in the same year 230,388 
pounds were exported, leaving 398,- 
508 pounds either consumed in the 
country or exported as derivatives.

MEDICINAL ALCOHOL BILL 
(Special to DruG MarkETs) 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 27.—Sen- 
ator Hawes has introduced a bill 
in the Upper House “to amend the 
National Prohibition Act, as supple- 
mented, to conform with the eigh- 
teenth constitutional amendment by 
permitting the use of alcoholic liq- 
vors for medicinal purposes.” The 
‘bill, which has been referred to the 
Senate Committee on the Judiciary is 
as follows; : 
“That the National Prohibition 
Act is amended by adding thereto 
the following: “(A)—Provided that 
nothing contained in this Act shall 
prohibit or limit the manufacture, 
sale, or transportation of intoxicat- 
ing liquors within. the importation 
thereof into, or exportation thereof 
from the United States and all ter- 
ritory subject to the jurisdiction 
thereof, for medicinal purposes. 
“B—Provided that nothing con- 
tained in this Act shall prohibit or 
limit the professional privilege of 
graduated licensed physicians from 
exercising their scientific judgment 
in prescribing alcoholic beverages 
tor medicinal purposes.”

Although spot trading is almost 
at a standstill, and has been so since 
about the middle of the month, 
sellers profess themselves highly 
encouraged over the prospects for 
the new year. Such business as ‘is 
handled by contract has been taken 
care of and contracts are larger and 
deliveries spread out over the year 
more evenly. Prospects for other 
business for 1927 look equally pro- 
mising and optimism seems to per- 
vade the market. Spot inactivity 
is easily understandable at present 
and has been very marked. Such 
orders as are reported, are only a 
small proportion of the usual or- 
ders received from the same parties 
and there is generally evidenced a 
tendency to cut the inventory to 
a minimum and turn attention to 
holiday matters rather than busi- 
ness. 

Under: such conditions, price 
changes are few and such as have 
occurred have real meaning be- 
hind them. Items which are habit- 
ually fluctuating, such as mercury 
in bulk, menthol, bromides, cam- 
phor, and others of that ilk, are 
comparatively quiet and prices are 
generally quoted firm but quiet. 

Wood distillers have become tired 
of selling refined methanol at lower 
prices than the denaturing grades, 
and having cut down refining con- 
siderably, have brought about a 
condition where they have had to 
advance the price of refined grades 
5c a gallon. Ethyl alcohol has gen- 


erally undergone no change, al- 
though one distiller has advanced 
his price for completely denatured 
No. 5, by 5c a gallon. Other pro- 
ducers have ignored this move, 
which has been attributed to the 
higher cost of molasses, and are 
still selling at former prices. All 
of them will probably be up 2c a 
gallon on Jan. 1, as such an advance 
was announced some time ago. 
Fusel oil is more tightly held and 
auoted at higher price, with the re- 
sult that amyl acetate has been ad- 
vanced in price. Dibasic magnesium 
phosphate has been reduced 5c and 
cocoa butter fingers are down Ic, 
although generally firm at the new 
price. Codliver oil has declined an- 
other 50c on necessity of liquidat- 
ing stocks in New York, Demand 
continues good and Norway is firm.

BERGAMOT ADVANCED AGAIN IN LONDON

London, Dec. 27 (By Radio) — 
American peppermint oil advanced 
at the close of last week and re- 
mains firm. Advances are noted 
also in Japan mint oil, rhubarb, 
cocoa butter, oil bergamot (owing 
to small crop), castor oil. 

The market is firmer for cream 
tartar, wahoo bark, cramp bark. 

Prices are easier on codliver oil, 
goldenseal, salicylic acid, Russian 
aniseed. 

Quotations are lower for borax, 
boracic acid, oil lemon, areca nuts, 
vanillin. 

London, Dec 18 (By Mail) — 
Mincing Lane produce markets 
have been decidedly more active 
and cheerful than for some time 
and this, taken in conjunction with 
the near approach of the end of the 
year, when business is usually 
slack, is a promising indication that 
confidence is returning, and that 
there are unmistakable signs of a 
coming revival in trade in 1927. 

Ergot of rye has been in more 
demand and recently landed parcels 
have found willing buyers at 4s 6d 
per fb for fairly sound Russian, 
while bold Spanish commands 5s 
6d to 6s per tb as to tholder. 

Japanese mint oil, dementholized, 
has met with a good deal of in- 
terest on a rising market, ¢losing at 
8s 9d to 9s per tb for spot, and 
Oct.-Dec. shipment at 8s 6d and 
buyers. Reports are somewhat 
conflicting, but the impression is 
gaining ground that a shortage in 
the new crop is threatened. Re- 
purchases have been made here by 
Japan of Oct.-Dec. sales and “bear” 
covering has in part to account for 
the rise. 

American peppermint oil was 
cabled lower Dec. 1, offers varying 
between 18s to 19s 6d c. i. f. for 
shipment, as to ‘brand. Spot, 21s 
to 22s 6d. 

Eucalyptus oil is moving off more 
freely at 1s 9d to 1s 10d per tb. 

Thymol is irregular, prices 
strangely varying from the low fig- 
ure of Ils 7d per tb to 14s 3d in 
other quarters. 

Cocoa butter is again dearer at 
Is 5d per fb. 

Menthol has firmed up to 18s fb. 

Codliver oil is a turn easier at 
about 120s per bbl. f. o. b. Bergen. 

Saffron No. 1, Valencia, of new 
crop is now available at the lower 
Price of 70s per tb landed terms. 

Lime oil—Ample supplies of new 


crop West Indian distilled, have 
arrived and are pressing on the 
market at about 27s 6d per tb with 
a prospect of business being put 
through at 25s per fb c. i. f. for 
shipment. 

In fine pharmaceutical chemicals 
a fair jobbing business has been 
done. Despite the easier market for 
carbolic acid crystals the ever ex- 
tending sale of acetyl salicylate of 
soda has caused an advance in price 
this week and makers are fully 
booked up. Salicylic acid and sali- 
cylate of soda have been easier ow- 
ing to increased competition and 
over-production. 

Phenolphthalein has advanced 
from about 3s 9d to 6s per fb, the 
outcome of combined action by the 
leading foreign makers from whom 
it is now longer to be had, landed 
and duty paid, under the above 
higher price. 

Benzoate of soda is in short sup- 
ply both here and on the Continent 
and at Is 9d per tb there is room 
for improvement when compared 
with the recently advanced price of 
the acid still maintained at 2s 3d 
per fb for the domestic product. 

Vanillin continues to be pressed 
for sale from the Continent and 
with quite ample stocks on hand 
can be had at 18s per tb. 

Citric acid and tartaric acid are 
both neglected, the former at ls 3d 
per th and the latter at 1114d per 
th c. i. f. for shipment from the 
Continent.

Little in the way of spot busi- 
ness is being done this week in the 
essential oil field. Sales have been 
in good volume almost up to the 
holiday season, but have fallen off 
noticeably in the past few days. 
However, in all directions dealers 
are receiving good inquiries for de- 
liveries during the early part of 
next year and taking this as a 
criterion of conditions, an opti- 
mistic feeling prevails as to next 
year’s volume of business. 

Of interest on the quiet spot mar- 
ket is the firmer tone in peppermint 
oil from the country. Weak hold- 
ers have apparently liquidated at 
least a portion of their stocks and 
the pressure to sell noted during the 
past two months is no longer ap- 
parent. Consumers, recognizing 
the turn in the market, are show- 
ing more interest and in some cases 
have expressed a willingness to 
contract ahead. In spite of the 
change in peppermint, the market 
retains its easy tone and the de- 
clines, particularly in the more im- 
portant oils, outnumber the ad- 
vances. Italian lemon and orange 
oils are lower on spot in sympathy 
with the new crop offerings, which 
though they cannot arrive on this 
market until well into next year, 
are ‘having a bearish effect on the 
spot position. Spot quotations now 
represent very narrow margins over 
the price for future deliveries. Both 
oils are quiet at the moment, but 


are in some demand for January 
delivery. Reports on bergamot are 
conflicting with a wide range in 
price noted as to sellers’ ideas as 
to quality and future movement. 
The shipment position has not 
changed and the market may still 
be considered firm. 

Oils anise, technical and U. S. P.., 
cassia, cedar leaf, angelica root, 
citronella Ceylon and Java, limes, 
expressed and distilled, sassafras 
and wormseed are all lower, due in 
most cases to the routine demand 
of the season. 

The continued strength in cedar- 
wood is outstanding among the 
firmer items and while sellers are 
quoting prices a shade below those 
of last week, the market is firm and 


Alpes. Plants cut close to the 
ground give poor yield, says the 
publication. 


Cassia flowers were injured ow- 
ing to hail in October in Vallauris 
and Cannet plantations.

Catania, Sicily, Dec. 16, (By Mail) 
—The possibility of maintaining the 
value of the lira at a higher level, 
and the continued circulation of sil- 
ver coins of 5 and 10 lire, has caus- 
ed a further reduction in prices of 
all essential oils. Business in lemon 
oil is limited to small lots of the 
old crop, and of the “bastardone” 
quality, which is sold ‘between 19 
and 22 lire per Sicilian pound. The 
active time for lemon oil has been 
retarded at least a month through 
the late production of the fruits, 
caused by excessive dryness in Sep- 
tember and October and continual 
het winds. Sweet orange oil finds 
a fair sale, although stocks are small 
owing to the late arrival of the 
fruit at factories. Bitter orange 
oil finds no buyers at the moment, 
and stocks are not abundant. Man- 
darin oil is sold in small lots to 
national consumers and exporters. 
Bergamot oil finds a good sale, and 
the price has advanced. 

Prices per Sicilian pound for Dec. 
1 were: Lemon oil, 27 to 27.50; 
sweet orange oil, 33 to 34; bitter 
orange oil, 32 to 33; mandarin 
oil, 75 to 80; bergamot oil, 116 to 
118. One dollar equal to 23.20 lire. 
One pound Sterling equal to 113.50 
lire. Italy exported during the first 
six months of this year 298,732 
kilos of essential oils to United

Crude drugs have been moving quently higher in price. Numerous 


rather slowly into consuming chan- 
nels during the past two weeks, as 
is to be expected at this season of 
the year. Holiday activities and in- 
ventory taking are largely respons- 
ible for this condition, and sellers 
feel generally optimistic as to gen- 
eral condition of business. 
Outstanding price features of the 
period are rhubarb, valerian, and 
stramonium, all of which have ad- 
vanced and bear promise of advanc- 
ing higher. Rhubarb is now re- 
ported as coming rather sparingly 
out of the interior of China and 
spot stocks are limited. Factors 
who formerly scoffed at any real 
scarcity other than local, are now 
falling back on Chinese politics 
themselves. Valerian root is quoted 
higher in Europe, and much that 
comes over has a high natural con- 
tent of dirt, which makes it unac- 
ceptable when assayed by Depart- 
ment of Agriculture officials. This 
has produced somewhat of a strin- 
gency here, and present indications 
point to a repetition of the recent 
valerian situation. Stramonium is 
scarcer and harder to get, conse- 


French products are much firmer, 
due to the exchange situation there, 
notably fennel, lavender and arnica. 

Damiana, which has been declin- 
ing for some months, seems not to 
have reached bottom yet. Another 
rather radical decline was noted last 
week, and the market is decidedly 
weak. Former high prices were due 
to an erroneously small estimate of 
the crop. Dandelion jis rather weak, 
stillingia is lower, calendula petals, 
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following their usual fluctuations, 
are again lower. Powdered golden- 
seal root is lower, musk root hag 
declined, and the recent strength 
in the Dutch popply seed market 
has receded. Buchu iis quiet and 
tower. Otherwise price changes are 
of relatively minor importance, 


LESS LICORICE RAISED 


Production of licorice root in the 
Seville district of Spain ranges be- 
tween 500 and 700 tons each year, 
Already one of the minor agricul- 
tural resources of this region, it is 
showing a tendency toward reduc- 
tion. All of the known licorice 
bearing ground has been well 
combed and no new territory was 
reported. The decline in the pro- 
duction is illustrated by the fact 
that there were formerly three pro- 
minent root dealers and exporters 
in Seville, whereas at present there 
is but one house whose operations 
are on the same scale as before. 
The leading market for the Seville 
root is the United States.

ceived or sent out, and the balance on hand. A separate 
card is kept for each branch and one individual is in 
charge of the card of each branch. The accurate and 
rapid posting of receipts and sales on this card is one 
of the most important functions in the entire system. 
The cards for even the Pacific Coast office are never more 
than five days behind the actual stock. 

In order to keep the finished stock cards up-to-date, 
it is necessary that the branches mail copies of all out- 
going invoices to the home office daily. Our tabulating 
department then transfers the data to a tabulating ma- 
chine card (form No. 3). These cards are then auto- 
matically sorted and totalled and a tabulation of the 
day’s shipments from each branch is sent to the stock 
control department to be posted on the inventory cards 
by Burroughs posting machines. 

When any merchandise is sent to the home office 
finished stock from the manufacturing department, or 
to the branches from the home office stock, a written 
record of the transaction is sent to the stock control 
department and the inventory cards are posted ac- 
cordingly. 

The girls who do the posting of the inventory cards 
always compare the current balance with the minimum 
stock when posting each card. In the event the balance 
on hand is equal to or less than the minimum, the card 
is laid before the chief clerk of the finished stock sub- 
division. He orders additional stock shipped to the 
branch, or in case it is a Norwich stock’ card, he pre- 
pares a tabulation showing the condition of stocks at 
all points, and hands this information to the head of 
the stock control department. 

Reverting for a moment to the inventory cards, there 
are, of course, times when everything does not work 
as planned, and a card and actual stocks get out of agree- 
ment. In order to check this tendency. we frequently 
call for actual physical inventories. By calling for in- 
yentories of only one or two items at a time, we get a 
complete physical inventory of our entire stock of 
finished merchandise about every four months, and this 
with no additional labor or shut-downs for inventory. 
Also, if doubt as to the accuracy of the stock card on 
any item arises at any time, a physical inventory is 
called for and the card corrected. By means of this 
method we are able to be sure of the accuracy of our 
records. Form No. 4 is used by a branch in calling 
attention to dangerously low stocks, and acts as a check 
to catch any slip on the part of the home office. 

The head of the stock ,control department, after re- 
viewing the tabulation spoken of in a previous para- 
graph, is able to determine the exact quantity of mer- 
chandise needed to put our stocks in all branches to 
the maximum, which is generally a sixty-day stock. 
He also takes into consideration the problems confront- 
ing the production department, and basing his judgment 
upon the facts and figures before him, is able to enter 
the necessary manufacturing orders intelligently. 

The raw stock records also consist of perpetual in- 
ventory cards with minima based upon actual quan- 
tities used and frequently checked as to accuracy in the 
same manner as the finished stock cards. 

; Each manufacturing and packaging order shows every 
item needed to complete the order. These orders are 
routed first through the raw stock control department, 
where each item appearing is checked and reserved and 
the stock cards posted as in the case of the finished 
stock. In the event that the amount of raw material 
needed for an order reduces tlie stock of that material 
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below the minimum, a purchase requisition for additional 
material is immediately entered. The quantity ordered 
is again controlled by past experience. 

This tying up of finished stock records with raw 
stock records gives absolute control of all stocks based 
on actual sales figures and not on guesses and hopes. 
The adoption of the system described above thas meant 
much to the Norwich Pharmacal ‘Company and is bound 
to mean much to any business. It has resulted in a 
higher sales morale, a reduction of inventories all along 
the line, practically the elimination of back orders, a 
curtailment of production losses, more efficient produc- 
tion methods, increased stock turnover, reduction of 
cbsolete merchandise in our stocks, and has in fact 
eliminated the “guess” from pur business. 





OIL CEDARWOOD MONOPOLY FAILURE

contracts that offered with the result that his total 
production was sold at a figure that manufacturers 
maintain is below cost. Out of that twelve cents he 
had to pay his labor, amortise his distillation equip- 
ment, buy drums ffor shipping, pay freight and fre- 
quently brokerage. The result of his accepting so many 
contracts at this price was that there eventually came 
a period when he had to refuse further contracts, and 
then he found that dealers were going to his com- 
petitors and paying eighteen and twenty cents again. 
And that is the story. The most ardent price cutter 
has sold up this production and other manufacturers 
are again getting business lined up in their direction. 
In the meantime, they Ihave not been producing and an 
actual shortage exists. As was inevitable under the 
circumstances, prices have again advanced. They have 
not reached levels attained prior to the last break and 
they probably will not reach those figures. After all, 
the demand for cedarwood is rather limited and this oil 
is not indispensable to the industries that use it. It 
is not impossible that when the course of the manufac- 
turers again looks smooth, they may again become 
avaricious and desire to obtain more “velvet” from their 
by-products, but present prices are generally regarded 
by dealers and consumers as fairly indicative of the 
real value of the oil.
